III. From the Sinners Fears at, and inexpreſ- 
ſible Dread, of Death; a ſacred Horror hangs 
over the State of the Dead, yea, througb the 
Fear of Death, as St. Faul tells us, Heb.

It is a ſolemn and awful Thing to dye. To 
have Soul and Body torn aſunder, to be ſepara- 
ted from this World and carried into an unknown 
and eternal State, where we ſhall be we know 
not what, and live we know not where or how; 
is very dreadful Work to thoſe thet have an in- 
vincible Love of this Life, and Fear the Puniſh- 
ment of the next. It is often unwelcome and 
painful to the Saint; but to the Sinner it is un- 
conceiveably Dreadful, Viſit but a Perſon,” who 
has indulged his Luft, lived off his Days in vi- 
cious Practices, in the laſt Moments of Lite. 
See his Departure hence, and you will find, if 
he is capable of reflection and conſcious of his 
Guilt, that it is with inexpreſſible Horror and 
Dread, he meets the King of Terrors, Death. 
His cold Sweat and trembling Limbs, his ſtrong 
Convulſions and wild Looks, &c. do diſcover 
the mighty Terrors and Fear that dwell with- 
in. Amazementand Horror then fit in his Coun- 
tenance; and ſhew themſelves in every Look, 
Unconquerable Confuſion and black Deſpair then ¶ red 
riſe at the Proipe& of what is coming, and his to l 
Remembrance of the Sins that are Paſt. He is be x 
afraid to dye and yet he muſt, he is terrified MW Sint 
at the grim Looks of Death, that moſt terrible of I and 
all terrible Things; and yet muſt be forced into if the 
his cold Embraces. His Blood rowls back, and Liſe 
his Heart gathers Fear at the very mention of he 
Death; and who then can tell the Horror and Dea 
Pain he meditates at the approaches of it. Some ill thin 
Sinners there may be, who are free from thele W duc 
Fears at Death, but then they are men Is i1 
| EE „„

and ſtupified Wretches, whoſe Eaſe ariſeth from 
their Ignorance of their State, their Unthought- 
fulneſs of the Crimes that are paſt. But where 
a Man thinks over his paſt Life, and is conſcious 
to himſelt that he has done ill in the main of it; 
it is altogether impoſſible for him to he free from 
dreadful Apprehenſions and ſad Miſgivings of 
Soul; and for others to conceive and tell how 
grievous and exquiſite the Fear is. And now, 
whence does this Fear of Death commence? 
Whence do theſe Horrors at Death ariſe ? Why it 
muſt be from a ſenſe of the future ill conſequen- 
ces and Puniſhment of Vice. 
dreadful to all Men, and the Fear of it a natu- 


ral Paſſion ; yet theſe mighty Terrors and Hor- 
ror that Sinners only feel at Death, ariſe not 


ſolely from the Proſpect of Death; but from a 
ſenſe of Guilt, and a fear of that Puniſhment 
they have to ſuffer after it. For if theſe Ter- 
rors were not more than Natural, why are they 
not common to the Saint as well as the guilty 
Sinner; and whence is it they leave us in ſuch 
a placid and eaſy, ſuch a calm and undaunted 
Manner'? The Fears of -Death therefore prove, 
that there is ſomething more dreadful beyond it 
for Sinners. For was there nothing to be endu- 
red after Death, there wou'd be nothing in Death 
to be fear' d: Or in other Words, there wou'd 
be no Fear of Death, to be annihilated, or the 
Sinner to loſe all his conſciouſneſs of his Sins, 
and the Perception of his Being, was he to be 
the ſame after Death that he was before he had 
Life given and became a Living Soul; why ſhou'd 


he ha ve ſuch a ſlaviſh and painful Dread of 


Death? why ſhou'd, or how can, a Man fear no- 
thing, or annihilation, which is but a- being re- 
duced into nothing; as the Man was before Lites 


Is it ſuch a dreadtul Thing, to loſe all ſenſe ot 
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For tho' Death- | 
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both Pain and Pleaſure to a Man that wiſheth 
p he cou'd but do ſo? Or why ſhou'd the Sinner on- 
5 ” ly dread being broken into Duſt again, and loſt 
1 as to his very Being for ever? Which is cer- 
tainly the greateſt Happineſs that can befall 
him; ſince it is infinitely better not to be at 
all, than to be Miſerable : And who that is ſen- 
ſible of the Griefs and Afflictions, the Calama- 
ties and Pains of this Life, can be unwilling or 
afraid to leave it; did not to the Sinner worſer 
Pains {ucceed and follow? Or were the Sinner to 
be hereafter ( which the Righteous ſhall certainly 
and eternally be) why ſhou'd he fear to die! 
Can any Man be-unwilling to exchange Pain 
for Peace, or Grief for the greateſt Joy, or this 
Life for a happy and eternal Life? In fine, it 
there no 1s torments for Sinners after and beyond 
Death, he cou'd have no laviſh Fear or Dread 
of it: For a Man can never have an Idea, or a 
Dread of Nothing. That the Sinner then ear 
to die is a plain Proof that there is a State of 
Puniſhment and Pain, of Tribulation and An- 
guiſh for him on the other ſide of Death. That 
the Sinner hangs upon this Life, and ſtarts back 
from the univerſal Conqueror Death, is becauſe 
_ he wou'd not ſtep into another Life of more ex- 
_ x quifite Pains than this. That Perſons therefore

No, tis 


not Men's ꝓreſent Circumſtances, but the moral
